““ Qalamity never comes’ singly 
but always in. pairs,” says a Chi- 
nese proverb which will Strike an 


fecho in, many European ears. It 


is. lucky for China.that. her mis- 
t fortunes do not come in three as 
they are said:to do in the West. 
«This proverb is now being’ cited, 
by all the’ old wives " of Kwang 
tung.for.the drought of the Autumn 
has been, followed by “a practically 
‘rainless spring. Only three times 
has rain fallen since the advent of 
Spring, according to the Chinese’ 
calendar." Kwangtung is in conse- 
quence faced with a' serious rice 
famine." - aie. 
The rice fields throughout’ the 
province are dried and cracked in 


a net work of fine lines, and even, 


those patches which, having a little 
water at the beginning of Spring, 
were planted out with shoots of 
rice are. now dried up. with their 
) plants dead and shrivelled. 

The inhabitants of the East River 
districts are already feeling the 
famine ‘and ‘are subsisting, chiefly on 
potatoes and "other vegetables; the 
farming population of the Weat 
River districts are in ‘no better 
case. Practically no rice crop will 
be renped.-this year and unless 
relief is given by the Government 
millions in Kwangturig -will | be 
facing ‘starvation within the next 
few months, — : 

The failure of the Autumn crop 
decided the Government to remit 
the Customs duty on rice from
